The Board of Directors has reviewed and approved changes to the 
By-Laws as set forth below. As required by the present By-Laws 
the changes were submitted in writing by at least five members of 
the club, namely Dick Brown KT6X, George Jones KI6YK, Dick Schulze 
AA6DL, Jay Caldis KT6Y, Jim House KA6IVF, Jim Perry AA6CK, Vickie 
Zumwalt N6KLS, and Glen Zumwalt KJ6EN. The bold-face and underlined 
type indicates new language and the strike-out indicates existing 
wording to be deleted. Many of the changes are for clarification. 
Attention is called to Art. II sec. 6 wherein it is proposed that 
the Chairperson of the RRRG be a voting member of the Board of 
Directors. The proponents believe that this will foster a closer 
working relationship with the RRRG and the MDARC. A question was 
raised in 1986, when the dues were raised to $15.00, as to the 
procedural method used. The wordings of ART. V. sec. 1 are not 
shown as passage of the proposed amendments but merely as 
clarification. The proposed changes will be presented to the 
membership at the January meeting for action by the membership.

1989 promises to be another 
banner year for this latest form of 
Amateur Radio with new equipment 
appearing on the scene and lots of 
exciting opportunities for us to 
promote this very public portion of 
our hobby. 

The past year has seen great 
improvements in picture quality both 
from the repeater ana from those 
using it. We have come up the learn- 
ing curve and are now at a point 
where we can confidently advise new” 
comers how to avoia many of the 
frustrating problems marking ATV 
development over the past years. 

Perhaps the most visible 
evidence of the growing popularity 
of ATV is the number of users on the 
repeater. We started with only a 
few but now there are 20 pius peopie 
with transmit capability and many 
times that number with receive-only 
stations. There are currently five 
active repeaters in Northern Calif- 
ornia with the two main systems 
located in the Bay Area. 

1989 will be marked by a number 
of improvements to the Diablo 
system. Negotiations are currently 
underway with Don WENKF to forma 
2nd group charged with providing 
funding and technical sources for 
the machine. Don, the founding 
father and the owner of the system, 
with little recognition, has spent 
many hours and dollars over the 
years trying to get the system Up to 


begin this

par. The time has now come for him 
to get some enjoyment from the 
system without the burden of main- 


taining it. The system will remain 
Don's, as trustee, and W6NKF will 
continue as the callsign. The re- 
sponsibility for maintenance and 
new additions including commercial 
grade equipment, links, and new 


outputs, will fall to the Mt.Diablo 


Amateur Television Association 
(MDATVA) whose links with the 
business community and the Red 
Cross will be used to solicit sub- 
stantial donations of money and 


equipment for use in the ATV 
community. 

Our goal is to have a system 
of commercial quality that is 
linked to other systems of equal 
quality and have the capability of 
providing ATV coverage over all of 
Northern California. 

ATV activity for the coming 
year will include: continued live 
coverage of most MDARC meetings, 


live coverage of all shuttle 
flights (DOD flights excluded), 
Novice license classes, Sunday 
night Westlink broadcasts, live 
satellite downlinks of emergency 
services programming, Field Day 
coverage, and numbers of other 


events of interest to our viewers. 
Other projects planned by the 
group include the development of an 
airporne ATV pack, the development 
of an existing 220 repeater with 
full VHW/UHF 10 and 6 remote 
capabilities to be utilized for ATV 
work over the Bay Area and beyond. 


This may seem like an ambitious 
schedule but we are an ambitious 
group. Contrary to some opinions, 


we are not insular but welcome any~- 
one who is interested in getting 
into this hobby. ATV is really 
guite inexpensive to view and not 
much more _ to get to the transmit 
state. Yes, Novices can use the ATV 
repeater on Diablo. 

If you want to find out more 
about ATV, check into the ATV net 
on 2 meters and 220 (soon). The net 
meets on Thursday night at 8PM on 
147.060/R+ and 223.840/R-. It is 
also carried live on both the Mt. 
Diablo ATV repeater on 427.250 
(catv ch.58) and the Black Mt. 
system that has a 2 GHz output and
